EXPORT TRADE 

. Now . Dolhi, the 9th July , 1949 . 
No. 64 -OW (84 )/ 49 , - The Government of India have viewed with great oon 
sero the unfavourable balance of trade position of India and have been conside: 
ng ways and means to achieve a balance between exports and importe - With 
this end in view they have decided that a committee should be appointed to 
muke recoinmendations for stepping up exports with the following terms of 
reference : - - - 
( 1) To make recommendations as to the measures to be adopted for step 

ping up exports so as to achieve balanced trade , with particular : 

reference to exports to hard currency countries . 
(2 ) To ex :unine impediments in the way of increased exports particularly 

price , quality and licensing mechanism , and to suggest whit 

should be done to remedy the situation . 
( 8 ) To make recommendations on any other matter relevant to the main 

subject of promotion of export trade.

The Cominitter is acoordingly requested to undertake the necessary 
enquiries and to make its recommendutions by September 18th at the latest , 
The Committee may submit interim recommendations where they find that 
immediate action is called for and can be taken without waiting for the full 
report . 

The headquarters of the Committee will be it Bombay and it may visit such 
places as it may consider necessary for the purpose of this enquiry . The - Foy 
ernment of India trust that firms, Chambers of Commerce , Associations and 
persons who are interested or knowledgeable in gubjects coming under the 
inquiry will afford the Committee all the assistance that it may require and will 
comply with any request for information that may be made .
